It  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  Annual.  Report  for  the  year  3968 
on  the  health  and  environmental  circumstances  of  the  Districtc 

The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health o 

The  estimated  mid=year  population  now  stands  at  38 p 3,10  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  550a  Of  this  increase  383  was  due  to  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  and  the  remainder  of  167  wa.s  accounted  for 
by  migration. 

A perusal  of  the  statistics  in  the  Report  indicate  that  the  general 
health  and  well  being  of  the  community  has  been  well  maintained,  and  that 
it  compares  favourably  with  other  Rural  Districts  and  is  better  than  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales  as  a wholeo 

During  the  year  147  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  received 
from  General  Practitioners,  of  which  139  related  to  Measles 

No  case  of  smallpox,  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the 
districts  Why  do  we  then  urge  all  parents  to  have  their  children  protected 
against  these  diseases?  Experience  in  other  countries,  and  more  recently 
in  this  country,  has  shown  that  where  the  level  of  protection  against 
diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis  falls  below  a certain  degree,  then  there  is 
a possibility  that  outbreaks  of  these  diseases  will  occur  in  the  populationo 
It  is  therefore  a question  of  prevention  being  better  then  cure® 

During  the  year  the  Health  Department  was  notified  of  several  episodes 
where  holiday  makers  returning  home  from  abroad  were  either  contacts  of 
enteric  diseases  or  suspected  cases®  Up  to  the  time  of  writing  further 
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examples  have  occurred#  It  seems  that  residents  proposing  to  take 
continental  and  particularly  Mediterranean  holidays  should  be  aware 
of  the  possibility  of  contracting  typhoid j paratyphoid,  dysentery 
and  food  poisoning,  and  should  avail  themselves  of  the  protection 
afforded  by  preventive  vaccination  against  these  diseases#  This  has 
for  many  years  been  official  Ministry  of  Health  advice  to  continental 
travellers,  and  it  applies  also  to  parties  of  school  children  visiting 
countries  abroad# 

This  report  contains  a summary  of  some  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  - I would  like  to  congratulate  them  on  their  standards# 

I wish  also  to  acknowledge  the  work  of  the  derical  staff  of  the 
Health  Departoent,  without  whose  efforts  little  would  have  been  achieved# 

I thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  his  help  and  understanding 
and  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  for  their  friendly  co-operation#

The  Local  Authority  provide  a Home  Help  Service  and  assistance  can 
be  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer©  The  service  covers  the  following  types  of  cases: 

(1)  Maternity  Cases 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  when  requested  by 
• Medical  Practitioner 

(3)  The  aged  and  infirm© 

(4)  Gases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available© 

No  nursing  attention  can  be  given^  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the 
service© 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5/3d  per  hour,  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council's  Scale  of 
Assistance  is  applied. 

The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and  leads 
to  a considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds  etc©,  and  thereby  a great 
saving  financially  to  the  community.

The  late  Chief  PubHc  Health  Inspector^  Mro  Thomas  Allwood  was 
a well  respected  colleague  and  friend  to  all  in  the  Department  and 
Council  and  was  well  liked  throughout  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and 
beyom.  He  was  a person  who  hated  losing  touch  with  the  men  employed 
in  the  cleansing  service  and  who  always  praised  them  for  the  work  they 
did  with  good  natui^ed  humouro  His  death  is  a sad  loss  to  Public  Health 
after  38  years  service* 

The  refuse  tip  is  filling  rapidly  at  almost  twice  the  rate  of  last 
year  owing  to  the  need  to  purchase  covering  material  to  control  the  tip 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  requireraentso  The  pond  is 
now  completely  filled  in  ami  there  is  no  sulphiding  nuisance* 

Planning  permission  has  been  granted  for  the  use  of  a further 
tipping  sitej,  and  negotations  are  proceeding  with  the  nresent  owners* 

Should  we  be  sucessful  in  obtaining  the  use  of  tills  site j tipping  space  will  be 
assured  for  at  least  25  years  - even  allowing  ior  further  exnansion  of 
of  the  Rural  District* 

The  refuse  collection  service  faces  an  increasing  demand  for  its 
attention^  brought  about  by  the  expansion  of  the  district,  the  increasing 
bulk  of  refuse  and  the  difficulties  faced  by  householders  in  disposing  of 
large  items  of  refuse*  A recent  detailed  survey  revealed  that  items 
additional  to  material  placed  in  dustbins  accounted  for  251^  of  the  refuse 
removed* 

The  Councils®  policy  of  modernising  its  collection  fleet  by  using 
50  cu*yard  compression  vehicles  iSj,  thereforej,  fully  justified  and  the 
minimal  number  of  complaints  which  are  received  is  an  indication  of  the 
success  of  the  service* 
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The  representation  of  clearance  areas  and  unfit  properties 
is  slowing  down  as  we  approach  the  end  of  our  1957  programme,  but 
the  new  Housing  Act  should  inspire  a programme  of  improvement  to 
all  substandard  houseso  In  addition  to  the  normal  sound  structure, 
freedom  from  damp,  adequate  natural  and  artificial  lighting  ventilation 
water  supply  etc*,  a fixed  bath  with  hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  wash 
hand  basin,  internal  W,Co  accommodation,  it  is  desirable  to  have 
background  or  central  heating  giving  a reasonable  temperature  in  all 
living  rooms  - the  Romans  referred  to  this  land  of  ours  as  the 
® Island  of  mists  and  cold*  and  installed  central  (hot  air)  heating 
and  this  happened  nearly  2,000  years  ago*  Is  it  not  time  we  caught 
up  with  this  ancient  amenity?  And  why  not  double  glazing  with 
controlled  ventilation?  To  be  warm  surely  is  to  be  happy  and  healthy. 
Heating  is  a requirement  of  the  Offices  and  Shops  Act,  why  not  in 
the  home? 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support;  to 
all  officials  of  the  Council  and  especially  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff;  and  to  the 
Cleansing  Foreman  and  workmen  for  their  willing  help  at  all  times.
